ta I'oor and XatvlVajfe Countries AM tlu* 


Only Onoit That Jf«e<l Protection. 


Now let ua look around and view the 


varioia countries where either ona of the 
ygtenis, protection or free trade, pre- 
lomiiiates. 
Aiostralia (except New South 'Wales), 
he United States and Canada, among 
he new countries, have protective tariffs. 
iVagest and profits here aro so high that 
workingmenaud capitalists from all over 
he world immigrate to those countries 
u order to better their conditions. 


It isi true, though, of Can^la that since 
ts adoption of a rigid prntSitive tariff in 
.870 :tt has 'been steadily losing ground 
a tho struggle for commercial equality 
with other nations. At the same time 
wageii and profits upon investments have 
gono down, causing a deoreag* of imTm- 
jration and the exodus of terJi of thou- 
ands of its sons annually to its southern 
neighbor, where ;i larger population and 
more diversified means for employment 
cause the baneful influences of protec- 
ion to be not so keenly Celt as in less 
tuicltly populated Canada. 


But tho new countries to the south of 


the United States also have tariffs high 
enough to protect any imlus'.ry and to 
enable their people to start now indus- 
tries. Yet wages there ars rather low, 
and almost the only means of subsistence 
are such pursuits as cuiinob be protected 
anyway, even if protection could be 
mods to protect. 


Germany, Italy, Spain, France, Aus- 


tria-Hungary, among the old countries 
enjoy protective tariffs, and their in- 
habitants (with the exception of those of 
France) aro leaving these countries by 
tens of thousands in order to try to earn 
better wages in other lands. Hundreds ol 
thousands at the same time are obliged 
to stay, btit woxild gladly follow theij 
more fortunate countrymen if tliey had 
the money needed for tho journey. 


Great Britain, among the leading o!3 


countries, has virtual free trade, and the 
percentage of emigration from that coun- 
try is not only comparatively small, but 
thousands are annually emigrating from 
old and '"protected" countries into Great 
Britain.1} Wages in the unprotected Brit- 
ish industries are so very much liighei 
than in the protected industries of other 
old countries that the protected workmen 
eagerly avail themselves of the opportu- 
nities offered in the unprotected coun- 
try. 


Russia, wK:ch is practically n new 


conn try, is perhaps as rich and twice as 
largo as the United States, while it has 
not as many inhabitants to the square 
mile as the great republic of the west. 
Yet, notwithstanding tho fact that its 
tariff wall is fully as high as that of the 
United States, its resources are undevel- 
oped, wages are low, and thousands of its 
people, not merely tho persectited Jews, 
aro annually leaving its domains in or- 
der to seel; better means of subsistence 
elsewhere. 


All of this goes to show that high tar 


iffs or "protective'1 systems cannot be re> 
sponsible for tho higher rate of wngei 
paid in One country than another.—Ding 
man Versteeg in Tariff Reform.

Thy MaytLs in Yucatan used many 
wcrds and names common to all or nearly 
all the- ancient languages of which V,M; ]iave 
any liuowH-dge. They used letters and 
characters belonging to thu most ancient 
Chaldaie alpiiabet, and tl eir mode of writ- 
ing was similar to that of the Babylonians. 


Other works of art also cxLsl in thi'i re- 


gion which aro fully a.s interesting rut this 
sculptured rock. About six milea from 
this spot, in a northerly direction, in tha 
Calico rangy cf mountains, and two miles 
east of the town o£ Calico, an ancient tun- 
nel has- been driven into the hill through a 
granite rock of a slaty ptructuro for a dis- 
tance of 160 feet. Some looping has been 
done here, and a shaft has been sunk at thu 
mouth of the tunnel 30 feet in depth, tlio 
tunnel being 4,^ feet high, and 3 feet wide.
